from $79.5 billion in FY 1983^ to $86.5 biiiian_in_FY 1984 (ab out 9 percent) . 
1^ FY 1985, this figure rose to $94.7 billion — nearly 10 perooit over the 
previews year. 

Gbvernmeht sa;^^ the largest siMtqe of revalues (both restricted 

arfl ttfirestricted) in eacJi fiscal year, ac»*ihting for about 44 percent of 
totai-^reven^. -^S-»cluded Federal, Stated ana_Ioc^ governniehtal 
appropriatiorg, o o n tiB ct s , and grants. Jtevem^ froroL gOT^rim^t sources 
increased fmn $35.1 billion in F5f 83 to $41. fl billion in FY 85 (table 1). 



Stisa^-related revenues grew frora $26.5 billion in IY_ 83 to_$3U4^^^^ 
billion in Fy 85 (table 1) . Tuition ard fees accounted for about two-tiiirds 
of student revenues^ vSlile the reitainder cai» frcm student sof^rt of 
auxiliary enterprise (suc±ii as dontiitdries^ food services, etc.).

— Q^"^t funds expenditures and mandatory transfers of ihstitutiohs of 
hi^er education increased from $77.8 billion in FY 83, to $84.1 billion in 
FY 84 (an 8.1 percent increase), then rose to $92.2 billion in FY 85~a 9.6 
percent increase from FY 84 (table 2) . Ihe Richer Education Price Index 
(HEPI) , an indicator of inflation costs to hi^ier edurati^ institiSions, 
ii-icreased by 5.4 percent from FY 83 to FY 84, and 6.7 percent from FY 84 to 
F5f 85. Therefore, about 70 percent of the percentage increases in current 
funds expendi tu res were taten vp by inflation, and 30 percent was in real 
purchasing pouer.
